Frigid Temperature Will 
Continue, According to 
Weatherman's Predictions 


One of the 
severest cold waves 


ever experienced in this section of 
the state gripped this vicinity Sat- 
urday night, and by Sunday morn- 
ing the mercury went tobogganing 
to 25 degrees below zero. The frigid 
spell was general 
throughout the 


middlewest, 
and 32 degrees below 


zero was reportetf 
at Duluth. In 


Chicago 9 degrees below zero was 
reported and the mercury fell to 16 
degrees below 
at Milwaukee and 


surrounding territory. 


Little relief is in sight for this vi- 


cinity in the next 24 hours. 
The 


weatherman 
predicts .fair weather 


with another drop in the mercury. 
At 5 o'clock 
Monday morning the 


mercury registered 
18 degrees be- 


low zero, according to George Al- 
lanson, Menasha lock tender and of- 
ficial weatherman for this district. 
By noon the thermometer stood at 3 
degrees below zero.

TRAIN IS DERAILED

Passenger trains were running from 
30 to 90 minutes late, because en- 
gineers feared that the extreme cold 
would affect the steel rails. 


Garage men and taxi drivers were 


kept busy over the weekend caring 
for frozen cars and hauling shiver- 
ing people about the city. Hundreds 
of cars refused to start

Dur- 
ing that time I have seldom met her. 
I have done all that I can to cojn- 
plr with her wishes. Her death is a 
great shock to me, that is an I can 
say now." 


1 ISSUE NEW CERTIFICATE 
But Ruth, through his friend and 


legal adviser, John P. Feeney of Bos- 
ton, immediately took steps to see 
that a new certificate was issued 
that the dead woman might be buried 
a* Airs. Ruth, rather than as Mrs 
Kinder. 


Feeney and members of Mrs. 


Ruth's family decided to so to Wei- 
lesley, where the Babe's 9-year-old 
daughter, Dorothy, Is a student in a 
private academy, and break the news 
of her mother's death. 


The discovery that the supposed 
dentist's wife was Mrs. Ruth came 
with the publication last week of a 
picture of the woman found in the 
house. A friend of the Ruth's iden- 
tified it. Mrs. Ruth's sisters, the 
Misses Catherine and Nora Wood- 
ford of South Boston, were summon- 
ed and established identification. 


Kinder, who was attending a box- 


ing exhibition last Friday when his 
house caught fire, was paged at the 
show and returned to Identify the 
dead woman as his wife and to make 
funeral arrrangements. His where- 
abouts since then constituted a mys- 
tery Monday.

With an open safety pin lodged 


in the bronchus of her lungs, Mrs. 
Ted Van Cyck, 49, Kimberly, was 
forced to go to Milwaukee Satur- 
day to have the pin removed. She 
had swallowed the pin several 
days earlier. 


In removing the pin a bron- 


choscope was used, according to 
a- Little Chute physician whom 
Mrs. Tan Cyck consulted. The 
instrument was used to close the 
pin before it was removed. The 
physician said it was a most deli- 
cate and unusual operation and 
that if the pin hadn't been remov- 
ed at once very serious complica- 
tions might have followed. He 
said it was unusual that a safety 
pin, 
opened, should enter so far 


into the body, and that it was 
still more unusual for the pin to 
lodge in the delicate membranes 
of the lung passages.

vootory Monday In its controversy 
with other Great Lake states over 
the diversion of water from Lake 
Michigan. 


The court sustained as valid the 


permit issued by the secretary ot 
war under which the Chicago Sani- 
tary district was withdrawing the 
water. 


Under the decision which 
was 


delivered by Chief Justice Taft, Chi- 
cago will be permitted to continue 
with

withdrawl 
tinder 
the 


terms permitting completion of other 
arrangements for sewage disposal. 


The decision sustained that part 


o£ the finding of Charles 
Evans 


Hughes, who as the court's repre- 
sentative took testimony in the case, 
that the permit granted by the sec re 
tary of war in March, 1925, au- 
thorizing the diversion, was valid, 
and htat congress had full authority 
to control It.

DEATH OF PAXTON HIDDEN 
All persons of liberal tendencies 


have reason to feel deep regret over 
the untimely death of Paxton Hib- 
ben. His death came a week or two 
ago and it was almost like m per- 
sonal blow to many who had learned 
to respect the man's work 
even 


though they did not know him per- 
sonally.^- 


His death Is all the more of a loss 


because all signs pointed to the fact 
that Hibben was just entering; on a 
career to which he was unusually 
well suited and for which Be had 
been making preparations, conscious- 
ly or unconsciously, all his life. 
It 


looked as if he were just on the point 
of reaping a rich harvest of 
the 


years. Still comparatively young InJ 
years, he seemed good for the na- 
ture work of his life. 


Paxton Hibben has at one time or 


another been engaged in many dif- 
ferent kinds of work but it was net 
until about a year or so ago that he 
entered what, seemed his real voca- 
tion—that of a biographer who had 
the power to focus new light on his 
subjects. It is to be regretted that 
he cannot subject a number of Amer- 
icans to the same examination he 
gave the life of Henry Ward Beech- 
er. 


The Beecher life, which Hibben 


called "An American Portrait," has 
won the bitter hostility of a large 
number of people. There have been 
few biographies published In recent 
years over which there has been so 
much controversy. And it won this 
attention not because it sensation- 
alized the subject but because it at- 
tacked it from a new angle. Hibben 
Insisted on re-examining the •whole 
life of Beecher in the light of 
the 


Beecher-Tilton trial because he felt 
that in that episode the real Beech- 
er became incandescent as It were 
and that the man could best be un- 
derstood in the light of that blind-- 
ing event. 


Very naturally that cause » great 


deal of bitter opposition. But out of 
the whole thing emerged a portrait 
that was an interpretation of the 
individual Beecher not only but of 
his whole generation. 
The genera- 


tion that worshiped Beecher as only 
a little less than divine stood con- 
demned, not because of the Beecher 
scandal but because they worshiped 
the type of man the Beecher trial re- 
vealed him to have been. 


It Is the book of a liberal who hon- 


estly believes liberalism is cleaner 
and more honest than the emotional 
religiosity that was worshiped and 
reversed by a whole generation of 
Americans. 


At the time of his death Hibben 


was engaged on the task of doing for 
William Jennings Bryan what he 
had done for Henry Ward Beecher. 
That biography, hopefully looked for- 
ward to by admirers of Hibben's art, 
will now remain unwri.ten. For even 
though Tie may have collected his 
material 
before his deith, Hibben. 


himself will not be in the story if it 
is written by some one else, and that 
will make all the difference. - The 
facts in Bryan's life can be described 
by anybody; what many were_locl{- 
ins for was an interpretation jf those 
facts in accordance with the Hibben 
slant of mind. It would undoubtedly 
have been another American por- 
trait very much worth reading. 


Paxton Hibben represents a- rather 


strange phenomenon in American 
life. He was born in the class that » 
usually most hostile to liberal ideas. 
Back of him was family and wealth" 
and tradition. All' he needed to do 
was sit back and take life ea/sy. He 
was born with a silver spoon iu his 
mouth. 


But he elected to breakfaway from 


his class^and to espouse liberal ideas 
that brought him the hostility of the 
world he was born into. That kind 
of thing calls for a special brand of 
courage. It is easy for the dispos- 
sessed to be liberals, but when one 
of those who are born to the purple 
does the same thing he is worth 
watching.

New Guinea People 


Washington —W)— The man who 


probably knows more about pygmies 
than anybody else is now chief of 
the bureau of American ethnology. 


He is Matthew W. Stirling: of 


Berkeley, Calif., whose varied expe- 
rience as an archeologist and eth- 
nologist Included the direction, 
in 


1926, of the first intensive scientific 
study of the little people who live 
among the forbidding mountains in 
the interior of Dutch New Guinea,. 
He has taken over the office relin 
quished by Dr. J. Walter Fewkes. 
noted ethnologist, when he retired 
from active administrative 
duties 


in the bureau last January. 


Stirling was attached to the depart- 


ment of anthropology In the Nation- 
al Museum for four years until 1924. 
Though be had severed his 
official 


connection with 
the 
Smithsonian 


Institution, the New Guinea expedi 
turn was conducted under its aus- 
pices, and since it administers the 
bureau of ethnology as well as the 
museum and other scientific agencies 
supported by the government 
his 


new appointment brings.him back 
to its stall. 


On the New Guinea expedition he 


made use of an airplane and 'Was 
backed by about 400 men, the Ijfeth- 
erlands government and the Indian 
Committee for Scientific Research 
of Batavia, Java. 


In this country Stirling ha* inves- 


tigated a number of Indian and 
other ancient sites In 
California, 


Florida and the upper Missouri river 
region. He also has made ethnolog- 
ical studies among the native tribes 
of the Upper Amazon and its tribu- 
taries In Peru and Brazil and con- 
ducted archeological Investigations 
on the Rimac river in Peru and- in 
the paleolithic caves and rock shel- 
ters of France and Spain.

become a basis of understanding 
ind cooperation. 


To a degree it has been abandon- 


id for coinage purposes, but as a 
foundation upon which to build sta- 
ble currency it has come into inter- 
national usage with international 
aid. Recent stabilization of 
many 


European currencies on a gold basis, 
with the help of the United States 
Federal Reserve System and tho 
banks of other countries, is an in- 
stance. 


The same banks by expanding the 


use of paper currency and checks, 
have minimized the amount of gold 
needed for monetary nurposea and 
nave obviated the necessity of main- 
taining huge gold reserves, once con- 
sidered indispensable to sound bank- 
Ing. 


Few banks today maintain large 


gold stores. In this country the gold 
stock of each Federal Reserve bank 
Is open to its members and sufficient 
to meet their needs. Even the gov- 
ernment's gold stock Is distributed 
among the several reserve banks, 
and while the present store Is esti- 
mated at more than $1,000,000,000 
above the required total, It Is prob- 
able that none of the banks harbors 
any great portion of It. 


Somewhat similar changes have 


>. taken place In international bank- 
ing. Countries keep a nominal gold 
reserve, then buy or borrow more 
as needed. They aid each other not 
only In monetary stabilization pro- 
grams, but in measures designed 
to Insure orderly, and limited, fluc- 
tuations in money rates. 


The Bank of England, drawing 


heavily from Its gold stock for Ger- 
many •—of late a steady buyer of 
gold—received millions in the yellow 
metal from Spam, and possibly from 
other sources, Just at the time when 
it seemed certain money rates would 
rise.

Urbana, III. — W)— The brightest 


constellations in the whole sky are 
displayed above the eastern horizon 
in the early evening 
in January. 


They are the winter constellations, 
so-called because 
they are visible 


throughout the winter nights, rising 
in the east in the 
early evening, 


something at midnight and sinking 
in the west at dawn. 


Orion Is most brilliant of all 
the 


constellations and next to the Big 
Dipper, the best known. It has the 
form of a rectangle with three stars 
in line in the 
middle, the Belt of 


Orion which points downward to Sir- 
ins and upward to the V-shaped head 
of Taurus. 
— 


The great red star in. the corner of 


the rectangle farthest to the left is 
Betelgeuse. It is a giant star, hav- 
ing a diameter of 250,000,000 miles. 
Yet the most 
powerful telescope 


shows it only as a point of light, so 
great is Its distance from us. 


Sirius, the Dog Star, came Into 


view at 7 o'clock in the evening on 
the first of the month. It is a white 
star and the brightest of the stars. 
But when it is not far above the 
horizon on a clear, frosty night it 
flashes rapidly all the colors of the 
rainbow In succession. 


The Little Dog Star, Procyon, is 


to the left of Sirius and slightly high- 
er. One cannot fail to find this bright 


star, for it forms an oiiiiil.itcral tri- 
angle with Betoiseu.se 
;ind Sinus.

Lima, Peru (By mail)—Customs and 


culture may differ in the American, 
but human nature seems to be the 
same the world over. 


When the Hoover 
party visited 


Lima the correspondents on the trip 
were treated to a large luncheon at 
the Zoological Gardens. It was typ- 
ical of the luncheons served through- 
out Latin America and a most start- 
ling departure from the urban Amer- 
ican custom of grabbing a sandwich 
and a malted 
milk at the nearest 


soda fountain. 


Watermelon and Manhattan cock- 


tails began the orgy, followed by con- 
chitas, a species of shellfish called 
senoritas presumably because they're 
so hot. Then a flsh chowder with 
floating baby lobsters, sweet potatoes 
and other material. White wine was 
served with 
the subsequent fish 


course and red wine subsequently. 
After the fish fresh corn with enor- 
mous kernels, size unheard of In our 
own corn belt, was served on the cob 
with cheese. The next course was of 
fowl stuffed with pistachios, Brazil 
nuts and raisins. Then a filet mig- 
non with plantains — and so on, 
through champagne, dessert, coffer^ 
and pisco, a llquer. No right think- 
ing American could have eaten the 
half of it. 


AHA! THE DANCERS! 


The human nature angle entered 


when some Peruvian dances were in- 
troduced on the stage. The whoops 
grew louder as the skirts rqge higher, 
Peruvian whoops and 
American 


whoops alike. 


A gooet show like this one can be 


put on in Lima, but it is necessary 
to remember that Peru has an im- 
mense illiterate population. About 16 
per cent of the Peruvians are white; 
nearly all the rest have Indian blood, 
60 per cent Indian blood alone. Illi- 
teracy is estimated at 80 per cent 
and no more than 5 per cent of the 
school age population is enrolled in 
government schools. Naturally, al- 
though 
the-- aristocracy 
contains 


many Peruvians of broad 
culture, 


this situation is an enormous handi- 
cap for Peru. Incidentally, it means 
that the vast majority of her popu- 
lation is made up of non-customores 
for American goods. 
" 


While American-owned textile mills 


turn out cloth to cover the more ad- 
vanced Peruvians, thousands of In- 
dian women are working their httle 
hand looms in the mountains. 
The 


Indians of the montana take to the 
hills in large numbers when the cen- 
sus taker comes—they are also afraid 
of the white man that they don't 
want it known they are alive. This 
is a heritage from Spanish atrocities 
of Pizarro's tune, for Pizarro taught 
the natives that the white -man 
treacherous. The tradition was, .al- 
most brought up to date by the atro- 
cities perpetrated by the Peruvian 
Amazon Co. Ltd., while collecting 
rubber shortly before the war. 


Ninety per cent of Peru'sj>urchas- 


ing power is concentrated in the 
thickly populated coastal valleys, but 
even in the cities of this section are 
many thousands of the lowest class 
worker, mixed Indian, Chinese and 
negro, whose incomes run between 40 
and 60 cents a day. Before this eco- 
nomic restriction as with the Indians 
in the mountains, America's business j 
enterprise and her efficient consular 
and commerce department service 
are powerless. Wherever the stand- 
ard of literacy is highest in Latin 
America the demand 
for 
foreign 


goods is raised proportionally. Liter- 
ate Chile, for instance, imports four 
times as much per capita as does 
Peru. 


PRODUCTIVE INDUSTRIES 


Most of Peru's sugar is produced 


by peons on a few large plantations. , 
Cotton is similarly raised by peon 
labor, though there are thousands of 
small cotton farmers. Peru is so 
large and so climatically 
divided 


however, that she has numerous oth- 
er agricultural industries. Her wild 
rubber can only be shipped down the 
Amazon to the Atlantic from Iquitos. 
In temperate 
southern 
Peru the 


farmers go to for wool, cotton and 
hides. 


American aviation has done a re- 


markable job In bringing Peru closer 
to herself, Iquitos was once one day 
from Luna by rail, one day by auto- 
mobile, eight days by mule, two by 
canoe and 10 by launch—just over 
two weeks. Now it is seven hour* 
away by air.
